In the heat of a political campaign much that is said on the stump and in 


the press is looked upon by the disinterested voter as "Stuff" manufactur- 
ed to catch votes regardless of the truth. 
The last election in Bedford 


County among this class of voters was no exception. Three Republican 
newspapers and one JDemocratic, paper-make tap the local political circula- 
tion in the county. With th&NRepubllcans.in the majority,-the answer from 
the three Republican papers against -any matter emanating from this 
paper, was, "Stick to the .party, a Presidential election is ahead -and if 
Bedford County fails to elect the "Old Gang'.' the Presidency will be lost." 
If not such a saying as this, the cry was that we were throwing "•Mud" and 
"Slander" and that the decent Republican, who had civic decency enough 
left in him to retmke nominations made by a. gang of ringsters, or self- 
respect enough to vote on local affairs for the most worthy men who had 
proved themselves faithful and competent in public affairs, was warned 
by the obedient tools of the ring that if they dared do the right they would 
be marked." 


In the last campaign this paper did not stop at assertion. It produced 


or referred to the public records of unfaithful men in office and it sub- 
mitted to the people the measure of that low standard of political morals 
that characterizes the would-be political leaders of the opposition in the 
recent contest in the county. 


It showed that those who survived as, the remnant of the old Liquor 


Combine in Bedford County, which in the days of license bartering brought 
shame to the county and which, driven from its foot-hold by an awakened 
moral sentiment that made the county dry before National Prohibition 
amendment was .heard of, were still in league with creatures like Edgar 
Smith, -who, though eletced on a strict promise to support prohibition, 
absented himself from the vote on the plea of having a "High Fever" at 
the time of the roll call. And it showed that this person and his gang of 
associates, were the political leaders of the hour in the county where, 
through the indifference of the voter, men of like character had heretofore 
brought shame to their constituency, and never entered to their credit a 
single act for the betterment of the community or ever had an idea beyond 
their own selfish ends. 
The voter has thus lived under the dread and

We showed that the average 
annual receipts from sales of stock and produce'as accounted for in the 
Auditors' reports for the past four years was nearly $500, while the an- 
nual farm expenditures were $2.100. and no statement of profits, if any, 
ever published. We showed that the outdoor relief had grown to over 
$6,000 a year for which there was shown no legal authority, and that the 
expenses of the Almshouse and Asylum under this system, had grown to 
over $28.900 in 1918. Was this serious charge ever a'nwered'
